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Our  Nation  is  at  peace.  Our  economy  is  prosperous.  We 
have  strategic  perspective  and  technological  potential. 
This  window  of  historic  opportunity  will  grow  narrower 
with  each  passing  day.  We  can  transform  today  in  a 
time  of  peace  and  prosperity.  Or  we  can  try  to  change 
tomorrow  on  the  eve  of  the  next  war,  when  the  window 
has  closed,  our  perspective  has  narrowed,  and  our 
potential  limited  by  the  press  of  time  and  the  constraints 
of  resources. 
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
